Two women 
are jailed 
for a £65k 
burglary 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 
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TWO women who 
raided a Vale of 
Glamorgan country 
house and made off 
with jewellery 
worth more than 
£65,000, including a 
£12,000 Cartier 
watch, have each 
been jailed for two 
years, three months 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said the pair had 
“targeted an innocent 
victim” when she was 
taking her children to 
school. 

Paula Miles, 34, and 
Claire Gimblett, 40, a 
mother of two, of 
Peacehaven, Tredegar, 
each admitted a charge of 
burgling Porthkerry 
House. 

Said Judge Philip 
Richards: “It was a very 
mean, very serious 
offence, committed 
against a woman who 
lived with her much¬ 
loved two children. 

“You invaded their 
home and stole valuable 
property.” 

He added: “There was 
a degree of planning and 
others were blamed by 
you.” 

Prosecutor Matthew 
Cobb said: “This was an 
offence of some gravity.” 

He said the couple had 
appeared before Cardiff 
Crown Court last year 
and denied the charge, 
but the trial was aborted 
when the defendants took 
an overdose.

‘DENTAL MAVERICKS’ 
HELP 350 CHILDREN 
ON MOROCCO TRIP! 


A ‘Dental Mavericks’ 
trip to Morocco, 
which involved two 
Barry health 

workers, has helped 
350 needy children. 

The charity is 
committed to ending 
daily dental pain for 
children in remote areas 
of the country which do 
not have access to 
modem dentistry. 

Louise Bottomer, who 
lives in Barry, and 
Gareth Crowther, from 
St Mellons, undertook 
the five-day trip in early 
May. 

Louise and Gareth, 
who work for Advance 
Dental Care, were lucky 
to even get in the 
country! 

Gareth explained: 

“We were nearly barred 
from entry because we 
were designated 'of no 
fixed abode' - the 
officials were not very 
co-operative. 

“Eventually, we were 
collected by a 4x4 from 
the airport and taken to a 
guest-house in Asni, a 
small village in the Atlas 
Mountains. 

“Initially, we were 
both very anxious about

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the language barrier, but 
the other Dental 
Mavericks were very 
supportive and helpful. 

“We just learned to 
leave our dignity at the 
door and get as silly as 
possible, because if you 
could get a smile or a 
giggle out of the kids, 
you knew you’d won and 
they’d give you as much 
help as you gave them. 

“The children were 
fantastic and so grateful 
for the help they 
received. 

“Our local 

competition was a man 
working as a barber in 
the middle of the village 
souk (market) who with 
one unidentifiable 
instrument takes teeth 
out with local anaesthetic 
provided by tying the 
patient’s hands to the 
chair. 

“On the first day, we 
set up clinic in the Asni 
Village School setting up 
basic but effective 
collapsible dental chairs 
and setting out and cold- 
sterilising the 


instruments. On the 
second day, we moved 
the clinic across the 
valley to another village 
and set up in the Eve 
Branson Foundation 
classroom.” 

The Mavericks’ clinic 
was split into two parts: 
triage, fluoride 

application, and oral 
hygiene instruction and 
treatment - which 
sometimes involved 
taking teeth out. 

Gareth took turns with 
the other dentists there, 
assessing patients and 
finding out where any 
pain was located and 
deciding which teeth had 
to come out. 

Louise took turns with 
the nurses, applying the 
fluoride varnish, giving 
tooth-brushing 
instruction, and assisting 
the extractions. 

Louise said: “We 
worked with other 
dentists and nurses from 
around the UK as far 
afield as Hull, Stafford, 
Liverpool and Kent, 
which added to the fun 
and camaraderie in this 
group of 17 Mavericks.

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‘Real electoral 
challenge is 
the lack of PR’ 


Y our reader 
FMD Knill 
(GEM 

letters, May 21) is 
misguided if he 
thinks that any of 
the seven Vale 
candidates would 
not meet his 
proposed election 
deposit requirement 
of £5,000, 
returnable only if 
7.5 per cent of the 
votes cast were 
gained. 

All seven general 
election candidates 
represented national 
political parties with 
meaningful policies to 
present to the electorate, 
and would not have been 
deterred by such criteria. 

The number of votes 
gained by each party 
does not accurately 
reflect the level of 
support they may have 
had in the constituency, 
as there are other forces 
at work. 

As many of your 
readers know, the real 
challenge to democracy 
today is the lack of 
proportional 
representation. 

How many votes cast 
for Labour or 
Conservative would 
have been cast for one of 
the other candidates, if 
voters actually thought 
every vote for every 
party counted? 

Too many (myself 
included) chose to vote 
for one of the two main 
parties, rather than their 
first choice party, as the 
system only rewards the 
first past the post. How 


many chose not to vote 
at all, as they felt a vote 
was meaningless unless 
cast for Labour or 
Conservative? 

With a Government 
elected by only 25 per 
cent of the electorate and 
not representative of 
Scotland, Wales, Ireland, 
or the vast majority of 
English cities something 
is going badly wrong. 

The current system 
gives great advantage to 
those parties able to fund 
lengthy campaigns that 
include TV and radio 
coverage, newspaper 
advertising and 
leafleting. 

To then limit the list 
of candidates to those 
who are considered (by 
whom?) to have a 
realistic chance of 
winning, would make 
life very dull and ensure 
the status quo/elite 
society is maintained. 

How would UKIP, the 
Greens, the SNP, and too 
many Independents to 
name, ever have made 
their mark on our 
democracy if the likes of 
FMD Knill had their 
way? 

My party (Cannabis is 
Safer than Alcohol) has 
already stated its 
intention to campaign at 
the 2016 Assembly 
elections (Wales, 
Scotland, N Ireland and 
London) and anticipates 
that the more 
progressive voting 
systems in use will 
better reflect the 
popularity of the 
introduction of a legally- 
regulated drugs market.

'Affordable homes 
central to updated 
Development Plan* 


1 HAVE read with 

interest readers’ letters 
to The GEM regarding 
housing in the Vale, 
particularly those on the 
provision of affordable 
housing for the rural Vale. 

As contributors to these letters 
pages in recent months have 
acknowledged, high monthly 
rents and house prices, 
particularly in the rural Vale, are 
out of the reach of many young 
people and families, who might 
wish to live there. 

This is why providing 
affordable homes for the Vale is a 
central theme to the updated 
Local Development Plan (LDP) 
which will be presented to the 
Vale Council’s cabinet for 
consideration in early June. 

Much work has gone into 
redrafting the plan and before it is 
presented to the public, I would 
like to make it absolutely clear, 
that the council’s primary concern 
and motivation in developing the 
new plan has been our 
responsibility to foster the 
development of sustainable 
communities in the Vale. 

The Vale has changed greatly 
in recent decades and as a result. 


communities will evolve and this 
can bring many benefits. 
However, this evolution should 
not be at the expense of local 
residents with longstanding ties to 
the area, and must not be allowed 
to undermine the sustainability of 
our rural communities in 
particular. 

My cabinet colleagues and I 
have been concerned for some 
time about the effect the lack of 
affordable housing can have on 
the health of rural communities 
and have become acutely aware 
that there are a great many people 
who wish to live in the 
communities where they grew up, 
but are unable to do so. 

It is also recognised that when 
people move away, it can have a 
negative effect on the viability of 
local schools, businesses, services 
and families. 

Where affordable housing is 
provided, local lettings and sales 
policies can be applied, which 
give those people with ties to the 
local area priority for new 
affordable houses, enabling local 
people to remain within their 
communities. 

Such schemes have proved to 
be both popular and successful in 
rural areas in recent years and 


have been used to great effect 
locally in developments such as 
The Herberts in St Mary Church 
and the Old Station Yard in St 
Athan. 

This model of development has 
a proven record in the Vale and 
one that will be continued. 

Obviously, homes alone do not 
make communities. That is why 
the new LDP will set out a plan 
that will not only manage house 
building in the rural Vale to 
ensure it delivers homes that meet 
local people’s needs, but will also 
ensure that this is accompanied 
by the development of local 
infrastructure and services to 
enable all of our communities to 
thrive. 

Full details of the LDP will be 
available in the current weeks, as 
will the means by which residents 
can share their views with the 
independent planning inspector 
who will be evaluating the plan 
and all comments received. 

As Leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, I look 
forward to the Vale of Glamorgan 
developing as a prosperous and 
sustainable county for the future.

He said the victim, 
Mrs Vanessa Barker, 
lived at Porthkerry 
House which is in an 
isolated position. 

At one time Miles had 
worked for her as a 
cleaner. 

She finished her 
employment in 2013 but 
worked for her 
occasionally. 

“She remained on 
friendly terms with Mrs 
Barker and purported to 
be her friend.” 

He added, “There was 
a cynical effort by Miles 
to exploit her so-called 
friendship and establish 
when the house would be 
empty.” 

He said that Miles 
knew Mrs Barker left 
home before 7.30am to 
take her children to 
school, and she also 
knew where the 
jewellery was kept. 

Mr Cobb said Miles 
was in a relationship 
with Gimblett. They 
lived in Tredegar and 
travelled a considerable 
distance to commit the 
burglary. 

On January 20, 2014, 
they drove to the house 
and parked near 
Porthkerry parish 

church. 

Miles had a key to the 
house and used it to gain 
entry. 

“Once inside, they 
helped themselves to 
jewellery worth more 
than £65,000. 

“Builders who were 
working on the drive 
assumed they were 
staying in the house 


legitimately, but when 
they saw the new cleaner 
a little later, they raised 
the alarm and realised 
there had been a 
burglary.” 

He said that in their 
haste to get away, they 
dropped their car keys in 
the garden. 

Shortly after they 
began to make efforts to 
sell the jewellery, and 
contacted a jeweller in 
Bath in an effort to sell a 
£12,000 Cartier watch. 

Mr Cobb said that a 
CCTV unit near the 
church filmed their car 
arriving at 7.29am. 

Mr Cobb said the 
offence had severely 
affected Mrs Barker and 
giving evidence at the 
earlier trial had been 
enormously distressing. 

Not only were the 
items of high value, but 
they were priceless in 
sentimental terms. 

Mrs Barker had 
explained that she did 
not have contents 
insurance, and therefore 
lost over £65,000. 

Geoffrey Jones for 
Miles, said: “She has lost 
everything including her 
good name.” 

Stuart McLeese, for 
Gimblett, said: “The 
offence was totally out of 
character and she has 
constantly expressed 
remorse.” 

He added: “She will 
never trouble the courts 
again for what was a 
moment of madness.” 

The judge told Miles 
she had been the 
architect of a heinous 
crime and had displayed 
a woeful breach of trust.

Louise continued: 
“One of the hardest 
things to overcome was 
the local bureaucracy, 
not just in the airport but 
the visits from 
government officials 
who nearly stopped the 
two dental therapists 
from working 

altogether.” 

Fortunately, a 

compromise was 

reached. 

APPRECIATED 

Louise said: “The 
other issue encountered 
was the same official 
prohibiting the opening 
let alone the use of 
restorative equipment, 
things such as 

handpieces, portable 
suction and filling 
materials which had 
been impounded for 12 
months in Marrakech 
port. Finally they were 
released. 

“The official had 

needed four other 
colleagues to be present 
to open the machines and 
declare them safe to use! 

“This was gutting to 
us all at the time as next 
year we could pretty 

much guarantee several 
children would be 

having their permanent 
front teeth extracted 
which for the sake of 
simple restorative 
treatment now would not 
have to happen.” 

Gareth said that their 
efforts were appreciated 
by people on the ground 
even if those in authority 
were less helpful. 

“Several locals were 
willing to assist our 
mission at considerable 
inconvenience to 

themselves and put the 
Moroccan Government 


to shame. 

“The mayor put us up 
in his home, the 
caretaker of the school 
helped set up the clinic, 
and the Eve Branson 
Foundation’s local co¬ 
ordinator helped smooth 
things over with the 
officials and drove us 
from and to the airport. 

“A local teacher 
helped to interpret and 
drove vehicles, and the 
lady who ran the local 
cafe helped with triage 
and made us our 
lunchtime tagines I 

“We would both 
describe the trip as the 
most physically tiring 
and emotionally draining 
thing we’ve ever done in 
the field of dentistry but 
probably the most 
rewarding and we’d love 
to go back and do it 
again. 

“Dental Mavericks is 
a fantastic cause and 
well worth supporting 
and we would like to 
extend our warmest 
thanks to all who 
donated or bought raffle 
tickets in support of the 
equipment and materials. 

“The collapsible 
dental chairs, though 
basic, are £800 each, not 
to mention the cost of 
local anaesthetics, wipes, 
bibs, and kidney bowls. 

“In the end the results 
speak for themselves 
with 350 children treated 
and hopefully the basic 
oral hygiene instruction 
will leave some legacy.”

hospital emergency care 
service, with its annual 
cost of £6 million 
funded solely by public 
donations. 

After lunch, John 
Walmsley, Principal of 
Atlantic College 
revealed what many 
think is Wales’ best kept 
secret - the fascinating 
story and work of this 
world renowned 
educational centre on 
our doorstep. 

Founded in 1962 and 
co-founder of the 
International 
Baccalaureate, this 
college enables young 
people from over 90 
countries and many 
cultures to live and study 
together.

THE Penarth and 
District Ramblers

A series of steps led 
them downhill from 
Wesley Court onto 
Cardiff Road near the 
railway station and 
crossing the road and 
heading under the 
Coffinmakers railway 
bridge which carries the 
Barry line and, moving 
into Elm Grove Place, 
they continued along St 
Cadoc’s Avenue then 
into Sunnycroft Lane, 
heading uphill and 
joining a rough track 
through woodland. 

At the junction of 
Cross Common Road 
and tramping in a 
westerly direction 
downhill before 
crossing several stiles 
into lush green fields, 
the sun soaked misty 
views towards Sully, 
Barry Island and out 
over the Bristol Channel 
were very much 
admired. 

Crossing a stile to 
arrive in Green Lane, 
they noticed Japanese 
Knotweed amongst the 
hedgerows. This plant 
was brought to Britain 


in the mid 19th century. 
Since then, its rate of 
growth means it is now 
classed as an invasive 
plant and is very hard to 
get rid of! 

Exiting onto a bank 
beside the busy Cardiff 
Road, it was a relief to 
cross over into the 
lovely Parc Bryn-y-Don 
with its well kept 
playing fields and Patch 
entertained the group 
with his trick of 
jumping over his 
master’s stick and 
diving through his legs 
on command. 

Passing through a 
housing estate, then 
back onto Cardiff Road, 
they deviated onto 
Dinas Powys Common 
learning that at the 
south western end there 
lies a rare lowland 
Romano-Biitish 
farmstead with a field 
system, which can only 
really be seen from the 


air. Excavation of the 
area had revealed a 
rough drystone wall and 
broken pottery in the 
topsoil relating to the 
second - fourth century. 

After passing the 
Dinas Powys Methodist 
Church and tramping 
back to the Twyn, with 
sunshine still streaming 
down, some members 
enjoyed a refreshing 
drink after what had 
been a delightful 
evening walk.

War museum 
visit for the 
PAS aviation 
enthusiasts 


MEMBERS of 
Penarth Aviation 
Society (PAS) 
visited the historic 
aircraft collection at 
the Imperial War 
Museum, Duxford, 
Cambridgeshire, on 
May 19-20. 

RAF Duxford was one 
of the ‘front line’ fighter 
airfields during the 
Battle of Britain. 
Duxford’s fighter 

squadrons became the 
first to be equipped with 
the famous Supermarine 
Spitfire, in addition to 
the workhorse of the 
‘Battle’, the Hawker 
Hurricane. 

This station was home 
to the ‘Big Wing’ of five 
squadrons led by the 
legendary, legless pilot. 
Squadron Leader 

Douglas Bader. The 
squadrons included 
Canadians, Czechs and 
Poles. During the peak of 
the Battle on 15 th 
September 1940 some 60 
RAF fighters 

successfully attacked a 
large number of German 
aircraft raiding London; 
the Wing claimed 45 
German aircraft. 

As a result of this 
battle, also fought by 
other RAF squadrons in 
south east England, 
Hitler cancelled his 
planned invasion of 
Britain, indefinitely, due 
to unsustainable German 
losses and their poor 
intelligence about the 
aircraft numbers that the 
RAF actually had. 

As one of five 
Imperial War Museums 
throughout the UK, 
Duxford is dedicated, 
mainly to aircraft dating 
from World War One 
through to the Cold War 
era. There are eight 
hangars and buildings, 
including the American 
Air Museum that 
contains, amongst 
others, a B29 bomber 
from World War Two, 
and the giant B52 jet 
bomber still flying today 
with the US Air Force. 

The American 

museum is currently 
being re-developed and 
opens in the spring of 
next year. 

A team of dedicated 
staff and volunteers at 


IWM Duxford care for 
hundreds of unique 
exhibits. They work on 
restoring aircraft and aim 
to put back in pristine 
condition aircraft that 
would have appeared to 
be nothing more than 
scrap. They restore 
around three aircraft 
each year. 

A classic example of 
this is the restoration of a 
Bristol Blenheim Mkl 
designed, initially, in 
1934 as a passenger 
aircraft. Prior to World 
War Two, it was re¬ 
designed as a light 
bomber for the RAF. The 
Blenheim was, and is an 
agile aircraft and popular 
with pilots. 

One of its features 
was the excellent 
visibility from the 
cockpit. Blenheim G- 
BPIV is now airworthy 
and members of PAS 
saw it take off and fly a 
number of circuits on 
May 20. 

Other aircraft flying 
involved a Spitfire Mk9, 
Mustang, Tiger Moth, 
Dragon Rapide and a 
French piston-engine 
Hawk. 

The static displays 
include icons such as the 
Sunderland flying boat, 
Catalina flying boat, 
Concorde, Vulcan, 
TSR2, B17 bomber from 
World War Two and very 
many other types. 

It was interesting to 
note that there were quite 
a number of military 
personnel were visiting 
the museum and also 
parties of school children 
were learning about the 
history of flight and 
Duxford’s vital role 
during the Battle of 
Britain and the ‘Cold 
War’. 

Duxford is some 4!^ 
hours by road, including 
a stop, but well worth a 
visit. 

The next meeting of 
PAS is at 7.45pm on 
Friday, June 5 at Penarth 
Conservative Club. The 
guest speaker is Peter E

As a result of the 
EU funded WAVE 
programme, more 
than 400 women in 
disadvantaged areas of 
Wales are looking 
forward to brighter 
career prospects 
following a three-year 
drive to boost women’s 
involvement in 


entrepreneurship and 
traditionally ‘male’ 
occupations. 

WAVE has shown 
that women can have a 
bigger stake in the 
economy, and 
programmes of this 
kind can help tackle 
the persistent gender 
pay gap. 

As Einance Minister, 
I have also had the 
opportunity to meet 
with the Institute of 
Directors to discuss 
the Welsh 

Government’s plans 
for tax devolution. The 
devolution of tax 
powers, brought about 
by the Wales Act 2014, 
represents a step- 
change for devolved 
government in Wales.

of hosting 320 delegates 
theatre-style and 200 
delegates banquet-style. 

There are five smaller 
meeting rooms in the 
castle itself, which can 
host between 10-100 
delegates per room 
theatre-style. Phase two 
of the £10 million 
investment will include 
adding up to 30 
bedrooms and a top-end 
restaurant and is 
expected to be open by 
late 2016. 

The opening coincides 
with figures from the 
International Passenger 
Survey, undertaken by 
the Office for National 
Statistics, which shows 
that international visitors 
to Wales increased by 
more than seven per cent 
in 2014. 

Mr Skates, said: 
“Hensol Castle gives the 
Vale Resort something 
very unique to offer their 
business and wedding 
clients. It is a high 
quality development 
which makes the most of 
the site’s heritage and 
culture. I wish the team 
every success with this 
new development.” 

During his visit, the 
minister also saw the 
Welsh Rugby Union’s 
on-site facilities at the 
Vale Resort, including its 
five rugby training 
pitches. 

The Vale Resort is 
gearing up to host some 
of the world’s most 
famous rugby teams this 
autumn, including Wales 
and France, plus a 


quarter-final knock-out 
team which could be any 
combination of France, 
Ireland, New Zealand 
and Italy, as it has been 
selected as an official 
team base for the 2015 
Ruby World Cup. 

As part of its 
preparation, the Vale 
Resort has invested £1 
million in upgrading its 
143-bedrooms, taking 
the total investment at 
the resort within the last 
year to £11 million.

Dating back to the 
17th century, Hensol 
Castle is steeped in 
history. 

Its previous owners 
include Samuel 

Richardson, who is 
credited with introducing 
the threshing machine to 
the world of agriculture 
and ‘Big Ben’, Sir 
Benjamin Hall, who was 
overseer of works for the 
installation of the clock 
tower at the Houses of 


Parliament, which is 
apparently named after 
him. The estate was 
purchased by the Leekes 
family, who own the Vale 
Resort, in 2003. 

Hensol Castle had 
been closed to the public 
for almost a decade until 
2014, when it was 
opened for weddings for 
the first time. Until then, 
it had only been used as a 
stage set for the 
television series Doctor 
Who, Sherlock Holmes 
and Torchwood.

home is ambushed by 
mysterious forces, the 
pair embark on a trip to 
the titular land, where 
they must team up to 
rescue the world from 
those who seek to use it 
for nefarious means... 

It's a rare sight to see 
that a summer 
blockbuster takes 
inspiration not from a 
comic book or a 
computer game, or be a 
continuation or a reboot 
of a franchise, but 
moves at its own steam 
with its own ideas and 
sensibilities. 

It's seen, these days, 
as a mark of danger to 
so heavily invest in 
something that may 
possibly lack ‘brand 
awareness’, but 
Tomorrowland is a film 
that makes you grateful 
that somebody 
somewhere is still 
capable of taking a 
gamble, as it is a film 
that is wondrous, 
beguiling, surprising and 
ultimately uplifting. 

That it’s a Disney 
film, directed by a man 
who made his mark in 
the world of animation, 
it's unsurprising that 
Tomorrowland is shot 
through with a sense of 
genuine awe and shock; 
it has all the hallmarks 
of those vibrant, 
underrated Disney live- 
action films of the late 
1960s and early 1970s, 
the likes of The 


Computer Wore Tennis 
Shoes a stylistic 
influence. 

You have the 
intelligent, yet 
marginalised teenager, 
capable of great things, 
if only the grown-ups 
would realise it, a story 
that unfolds at a 
breakneck pace, and, in 
the opening hour or so, 
rarely lets up for pace - 
its influences are clear to 
see, but it is shot 
through with 21st 
century concerns and 
touchstones. 

It's clear that Bird and 
co-writer Damon 
Lindelof (he of, among 
other things. Lost fame) 
wanted to make 
something fresh, 
interesting and full of 
wonder, and they 
succeed in doing that 
superbly well. The film 
may be heavy with 
exposition, the first two- 
thirds of it layering it on 
with a trowel, but it 
rarely comes at the 
expense of the pace of 
the story. 

The message of the 
film is also refreshing 
and uplifting - films that 
tend to push the message 
that nothing is lost, that 
things can be fixed, 
people redeemed, lives 
changed, often run the 
risk of being labelled 
idealistic and perhaps 
even simplistic, but here 
it's a virtue, giving the 
story a beautiful and 


heartfelt tone - it's a 
paean to possibility and 
positivity, to looking 
forward rather than 
back, and believing you 
can make a difference. 

Bird's direction is 
tremendous, the 
emotional intricacies of 
the story balancing 
wonderfully with the 
spectacle and visual 
invention on show. 

Whether it’s the Eiffel 
Tower turning into a 
rocket, or the titular 
world realised in 
glorious technicolour, it's 
both astounding to look 
at and stunningly 
composed. Bird's 
grounding in animation 
means that there is a 
greater level of 
inventiveness here than 
most films, and Bird 
takes full advantage, the 
film looking superb, and 
carrying its narrative 
weight exceptionally 
well. 

The performances are 
all on the button, Britt 
Robertson essaying the 
plucky Disney teenager 
with the right degree of 
sass and wide-eyed 
wonder; George Clooney 
seems to be enjoying 
working with less 
weighty fare and grants 
the film gravitas, Raffey 
Cassidy as the 
mysterious Athena walks 
the fine precipice of 
being earnest without 
being too annoying, with 
only Hugh Laurie 


striking a bit of a bum 
note as the man who lies 
behind Tomorrowland's 
curtain, though this is 
more due to the writing 
of the character than the 
actor himself. 

It may skew a little 
older at times than it 
perhaps intends to, the 
concerns a little loftier 
when you dig beneath 
the surface, Mt the 
film's overarching 
intention - to inspire, to 
cultivate, to make you 
believe - comes through 
loud and clear; it may 
not be the summer's 
loudest effort, but 
Tomorrowland makes all 
the right noises - and 


says all the right things. 

VERDICT A 
blockbuster that hits all 
the right notes, 
Tomorrowland is one of 
the most beguiling, 
interesting and well- 
intentioned films of 
recent times. Its core 
message of positivity 
and possibility is 
refreshing, and Brad 
Bird's excellent direction 
makes this a feast for the 
eyes as well as the mind. 
Essential viewing.

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Vale Council 
faces legal fight 
over Rhoose 
library closure 


AN expensive legal 
fight could be on 
the cards, after 
campaigners 
wanting to keep 
Rhoose Library 
open in its present 
form, announced 
that they would be 
seeking a judicial 
review of the Vale 
Council’s plan 
The Save Rhoose 
Library campaign group 
believes there are 
significant flaws in the 
way the Vale Council 
has conducted 
consultation over the 


future of the library and 
has secured legal aid for 
a judicial review in the 
High Court. 

Campaigners claim 
the consultation 
conducted as part of the 
council’s library strategy 
review was flawed and 
alternative ways of 
achieving budget savings 
were not adequately 
considered. 

Under the council’s 
strategy review, 
councillors voted to 
close Rhoose library - 
unless volunteers come 
forward to run it as a 
community-funded 
service. 


The Save Rhoose 
Library campaign group 
has now appointed a 
specialist in 
administrative and 
public law, Michael 
Imperato of Watkins & 
Gunn Solicitors. 

Last year, Michael 
Imperato was successful 
in working with 
Rhydyfelin Library 
Support Group when 
Rhondda Cynon Taff 
Council made a u-turn 
and decided to reopen 
Rhydyfelin library. 

He said: “Many 
people now believe that 
everyone has access to 
the internet for 
information so that 
libraries are no longer as 
important as they used to 
be. 

“This couldn’t be 
further from the truth. 
For some people, 
libraries are their only 
resource they have. 

“Not many people 
realise that you can 
challenge a local 
authority or 

government’s decision in 
courts through a judicial 
review case but they are 
an extremely important 
way of holding a public 
body to account. 

“There have been 
many successful 


challenges to library 
closures against councils 
across the UK and we 
hope to have a positive 
result with this case.” 

Adam Riley, one of 
the members of the Save 
Rhoose Library 
Campaign, said: “The 
council has 

systematically failed to 
professionally and 
effectively engage local 
people in the 
consultation. 

“If these plans go 
ahead it will have a 
significant effect on 
people of all ages. 
Schoolchildren use it for 
research on projects, 
adults use the computer 
facilities to help with job 
searches and the elderly 
people say that the 
library is a vital way of 
keeping connected to the 
village. 

“The council’s 
disregard for the 
opinions of local people 
is shameful. We feel we 
have no choice but to 
challenge the council in 
the courts.” 

However, Jennifer 
Hill, the Vale Council’s 
director of learning and 
skills, insisted: “The 
Council conducted a 
fully open and accessible 
consultation on our 
library strategy. 

“We took great care 
to follow all relevant 
guidelines and can 
assure all that took part 
that their responses were 
fully considered before 
any decision was taken. 

“We do not accept the 
claims made by the 
action group and fully 
intend to defend our 
position in the event of 
any legal action.”

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‘The Council is making the difference!’ 


L ast month, I intended to write 
this column but because of the 
impending general election, I 
was not able to do so. However, I 
thought it was worth resurrecting it 
this month, as there are still some 
pertinent issues raised within it. 

This may seem a little futile, as there was a 
result that obviously was not the one I would have 
wanted, but democracy prevailed and I have no 
issue with that. 

To the victors go the spoils, but I am sure that 
outcome will not be good for the vast majority of 
the citizens in the Vale of Glamorgan, or the 
country as a whole. 

I was going to urge everyone to look at all the 
manifesto commitments, compare them and 
consider the impact they would have, not only on 
you but the wider community. I would also have 
asked you to consider whether the claims being 
made by candidates were accurate and that they 
have actually achieved what they say they have. 

Having seen some of the achievements claimed 
by one candidate in particular, I was angered, 
because those achievements have actually been 
made by this Vale Labour-led council and not that 
individual, who is still making claims that I do not 
believe he can achieve. 

Regrettably and belatedly, I want to put the 
record straight and outline the promises we, as a 
Labour-led Vale council, have already fulfilled by 
meeting the vast majority of our manifesto 
promises - even though we have two more years 
left in our term of office. 

I sincerely believe that Labour is making a 
difference across the Vale of Glamorgan, despite 
the claims to the contrary from our political 
opponents. 

We have listened to you and kept our promises, 
albeit we have inherited the worst financial 
scenario I have experienced in my years as a 
councillor and politician. 

I admit it has been challenging and it has meant 
taking difficult decisions in many areas - and those 
decisions are getting harder. 

One example is setting the 3.9 per cent rise in 
council tax for 2015/16, but actually the increase 
for the Vale is one of the lowest of the 22 Welsh 
councils and it is still below the average council 


tax in Wales, let alone England. 

This year, we had a cut in our funding from the 
Government of £5.5million, as a result of the cut in 
public spending. If that cut was collected through 
council tax, it would equate to a 14 per cent 
increase. 

Such a rise would not be acceptable, or 
reasonable and, therefore, in order to balance the 
books, we will use £2.5 million of general reserves 
this year, make internal savings of £6.8 million, 
while being mindful there will be further savings 
of £24.7 million required over the next three years. 

Despite the difficulties, we are keeping to the 
vast majority of our election pledges in working to 
achieve them all within the cycle of this council. 

We have done this by cutting the cabinet from 10 
members to six, making huge savings year on year, 
along with holding community cabinet meetings in 
the evening; ensured members of the public can 
give evidence to the planning and scrutiny 
committee; prioritised where regeneration money 
is spent; kept school crossing patrols where they 
are needed; reinstated the mobile library with the 
help of Barry Town Council; placed traffic lights 
and road safety measures on the Docks Link Road; 
reintroduced traffic wardens and invested in 
resurfacing and pot hole filling of our roads. 

We have invested in our young people and 
established a youth mayor and youth cabinet; 
brought council spending under control, despite 
austerity; ensured the Penarth Pier project was 
delivered; helped redevelop the Pump House for 
leisure and business use; are working with Barry 
Town Council to enhance Cemetery Approach; 
looking for partners in bringing St Paul’s Church 
in Penarth back into use; ensured the Penarth 
Learning Community was built and planned a new 
learning community in Llantwit Major; as well as 
looking at co-education as a way forward in Barry. 

We have also brought award-winning events to 
the area, promoted our amazing tourism attractions 
and the outstanding natural beauty that the Vale 
has to offer. 

I believe that the Labour-led Vale Council is 
already making a difference, working to reverse 
the neglect and under-investment of previous 
Conservative administrations and the savage cuts 
from the previous Conservative-led coalition in 
Westminster, with more to come. 

We support local people, including our young

people. The Vale is one of the four top education 
authorities in Wales for 11-14 year olds. 

We have worked with partners to give greater 
support and independence for older residents in the 
new ‘Extra Care’ accommodation. 

We have more than halved the waiting time for 
disabled facility grants and 97 per cent of people 
felt more independent and safe in their homes as a 
result. 

We have supported services in rural communities 
such as shops, businesses, meeting spaces and 
community food growing projects. Older people 
are now able to live independently in their own 
homes through the use of our technology and 
reablement support. 

We have saved £400k on the use of temporary 
accommodation for homeless people - reduced 
with no-one in bed and breakfast accommodation, 
and we have halved the time taken to re-let council 
homes by bringing empty houses back into use. 

Coupled with that, we have supported people 
into work. We have doubled council 
apprenticeships with council contracts having to 
include requirements for apprenticeships and local 
labour. Over 600 people found jobs through 
council work programme or Communities Eirst 
support and there have been 14 new and 76 
existing rural business supported by the council’s 
rural regeneration team. 

We now also have over 20 young Vale 
entrepreneurs who have set up new businesses as a 
result of the Inspiring the Vale Bursaries awards. 

As can be seen, we have continued investment in 


our communities. We have continued regeneration 
in Barry, and the Eastern Promenade on Barry 
Island. We helped secure the Eun Eair returning 
(yes it was us that did it!) and brought the historic 
Waterfront Pumphouse back into use. 

We are working to deliver the second road to 
Barry Island years ahead of schedule to address the 
traffic problems. We have upgraded Penarth 
Esplanade, the Pier and Cliff Top car park and 
resurfaced roads. 

It is, therefore, pleasing to note that visitors to 
the Vale increased by 16 per cent to 3.7 million, 
including 100,000 to council events. 

We have delivered active travel schemes across 
the Vale and given support for town centres, 
including markets in Barry, Llantwit Major and 
Penarth town centres. 

We are improving 1200 properties in the 
Castleland renewal area and 70 per cent of council 
homes have been improved to Welsh Housing 
Quality Standard so far - and we are ahead of 
target on that, too. 

We are developing a pilot 20mph zone in 
Llandough and upgrading many parks across the 
Vale and investing in the Heritage Coast at 
Southerndown. 

We have and are making a significant investment 
in education in Cowbridge, the Penarth Learning 
Community and buildings planned for Llantwit 
Major and the possibility of co-education in Barry, 
dependent on the consultation response. 

We have also looked for greater efficiencies and 
saved on office and building costs and shared use 
with others. We have made savings by working 
with other councils, and reduced senior 
management and department structures, saving at 
least £400k each year and reduced cabinet 
positions from 10 to six and beat Welsh 
Government recycling targets having the third 
lowest cost in Wales, saving £150k on waste 
collection. 

We have filled an extra 2,400 potholes last year 
and saved £226k each year through efficient 
lighting and heating, as well as reducing fuel costs 
for Vale residents through the Cyd Cymru energy 
scheme. 

All in all, I believe that we have achieved 
remarkable success and, despite the recent 
election results, we will continue our work and 
keep our promises.

ONE thing was quite clear when The 
GEM toured the Cowbridge Festival of 
Food and Drink on the second day (Bank 
Holiday Monday) at 2pm - traders in the 
marquee were delighted. 

Some admitted that the change in date from 
October to May had been a concern, but everyone 
that I spoke to was claiming that sales were the best 
ever - and the empty shelves on several stands 
backed this up. 

First time exhibitors said that the response from 
customers had exceeded expectations, and those 
returning to the town said that the festival had taken 
a major step forward. 

Ruth Harding of the Yellow House Kitchen, who 
had made the trip from Ystradmynach, was quite 
clear about where Cowbridge now stands in the 
festival circuit. 

She said: “It is right up there with Abergavenny 
now, and I think the atmosphere is better.” 

She said that the high proportion of volunteers 
who helped with the setting up and running of the 
event made it a friendly and warm place to come. 

She said: “The members of the local ATC, in 
particular, have been a huge help, they really have 
been fantastic.” 

Mervyn Watlin of the Wessex Pantry, from north 
Devon is a regular at the festival and he said: “It’s 
amazing, it is 3.15pm and there are 12 stall holders 
who have sold all their stock.” 

I’m not sure if he was counting himself in that, but 
he was down to his last five steak pies! 

He continued: “The move from October to March 
has made a huge difference, and I think the 
organisation here is superb.” He too was full of 
praise for the ATC cadets. 

Another regular visitor to the festival who had 
been concerned about the change of date was Clive 
Owen from the Pudding Shop, who had travelled 
from Upton-upon-Sevem. He had thought that the 
October date helped with the sale of their rich 
puddings, with people stocking up for Christmas. 

Those worries were misplaced. He pointed to a 
number of sold out lines and said: “Sales have been 
as good as ever, and this really is a great show to 
come to.” 

Another trader sitting cheerfully alongside empty 
shelves was Steve Bridges, of Elmtree Foods of 
Newport, at the show for the third time, and wishing 
he had brought more of their range of pies. 

He said: “It really has been a cracking event. We 
were very happy to be at the Cowbridge food 
festival, but it has moved up to another level. We will 
be back next year - with more pies!” 

So, the festival regulars were all over the moon 
with how things went, but how about the first 
timers? 



It was good to see that some local businesses were 
raising their profile by taking a stall at the festival. 
One such was Mel Constantinou of Baked by Mel, 
who travelled all the way from Llantwit Major. 

Mel sells Bara Brith online, and attracted attention 
a while back when Fortnum and Mason decided to 
sell it in their famous London store. 

Last year, she came along to the festival fringe 
event but this year she took a deep breath, baked 
non-stop for the week before, and took a stall in the 
main festival marquee. 

The GEM can report that this reporter bought her 
last piece of bara brith (although she did have some 
rocky road chocolate brownies left!’ 

She said: “It has been fantastic. I really didn't 
expect to sell so much, so I am absolutely delighted.” 

Another Llantwit Major business maldng its debut 
was the Tomos and Lilford Brewery. Rob Lilford 
told The GEM: “We came along to the fringe last 
year, and this time we thought we would try the main 
marquee.” 

He said that sales on both days had been excellent. 
They had sold their beer in bottles, and also by the 
pint, and ran out of draft beer on the Sunday. 

On the Monday, the draft was still going strong 
when The GEM talked to them but, by a weird 
coincidence, it was this reporter who bought their 
last box of bottled beer! 

Away from the festival marquee, the town was 
buzzing just about everywhere. A busy cradft tent 
was in Church Street, while at Strawberry Fields, a 
co-op of crafters from Ormore-by-Sea, Crafts by the 
Sea, had put up a tent and were doing brisk business. 

Fran Davies told The GEM: “It has been well 
worth coming. We have seen so many new people 
and the feedback has been great.” 

Local shops had opened - more on the Monday 
then the Sunday - and were reporting increased 
footfall. 

Karen Lovell, the manager of the Dogs trust shop, 
said: “It’s lovely to see so many people around, and 
it was good to see so many popping in.” 

The Emmaus shop also felt that the decision to 
open had been well worth it. Joint manager Teresa 
said: “This is the first food festival since we opened, 
and we have been really busy all day.” 

Elsewhere, local businesses were serving snacks 
on the street, while in the Bear Hotel, there were two 
marquees, one in the hotel courtyard offering live 
music, while just behind, the champagne marquee - 
also with entertainment - was doing great business 
all day.

Radnor Express, Hereford Times, South 
Wales Echo, Daily Telegraph, Sunday 
Telegraph, Sunday Express, South Wales 
Argus, Tenby Observer, Wales On 
Sunday and, of course, the Glamorgan 
GEM series of local papers. 

There are others but they are lost in the mist of 
time. I regret now that I dumped all my Sporting 
Life press clippings and gave away all my form 
books, hunter chasers and point-to-pointer annuals 
when I moved house. 

Before we take a look at the 1988 season, here is 
a report of mine which appeared in the Racing Post 
on Novenber 2, 1987, under the heading ‘Girl Ends 
25-Year Wait’: “Chepstow farmer Trevor Price, 
who has been training for 25 years, landed his first 
winner under rules when 25-1 chance CBM Girl 
landed the seller at Worcester on Saturday. Price, 
who came out of hospital just the day before, was 
too ill to go to the races. But he didn’t miss out as 
friends carried him to a local betting shop where he 
listened to the race commentary. 

“‘I told everyone I fancied her, and a terrific 
cheer went up as she passed the winning post’ said 
Price. Standing in for the trainer at Worcester was 
his son Brian, 34, a former leading point-to-point 
rider. CBM Girl , who cost Price £850, runs at 
Chepstow on Saturday.” 

Writing under the nom de plume Pointsman for a 
local evening paper, I wrote: “Castleton farrier Tim 
Rooney scored his ninth win under rules when 
riding an exciting finish on Bill Evans’s Final 
Presence at Hereford. Despite making a mistake at 
the last fence, Rooney got his mount going again to 
collar the Ered Winter-trained Dumper halfway up 
the run-in and going on to score by a length.” 

That man Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn, 
who tells me he has been “getting some stick” since 
these ‘Blasts Erom The Past’ pieces have been 
appearing, was soon in the news in 1988 and on 
March 3, 1988,1 wrote: “Welsh champion point-to- 
point rider John Llewellyn, of Cowbridge, landed a 
brilliant double at the North Hereford Hunt 
Steeplechases. He scored an impressive win on 
Alan Hollingsworth’s Karannsu, a chance ride, in a 
division of the adjacent and later won a division of 
the maiden on Grenville Richards’ Stand Firm. 

“Stand Firm’s convincing win was little 
consolation for his owner who early in the day had 
his Bold Roderick put down after a crashing fall in 
the men’s open. 

“Bold Roderick, with Llewellyn aboard, had led 
his 19 rivals a merry dance until falling three 
fences from the finish.” 

I remember being at Hereford Racecourse the 
day Bold Roderick gave Grenville Richards his first 
win under Rules as a permit holder. If my memory 


serves me right, it was the last race of the day and 
Bold Roderick was a 50-1 outsider. 

Let me tell you one funny story concerning the 
late Grenville Richards. 

After his Fixed Price had won a division of the 
men’s open race at the Brecon Hunt that year - a 
tremendous feat and I don’t know of any other 
other to have equalled winning the same event at a 
point-to-point five years on the trot - I said to 
Fixed Price’s rider John Llewellyn, who was on his 
way back to the unsaddling enclosure: “Well done, 
John - that’s four in a row, isn’t it?” 

He replied: “Eive, you silly ....!” 

I didn’t think anything of it; after all, I have been 
called a lot worse than that over the years! Anyway, 
that evening I received a telephone call from John, 
who told me that Mr Richards, who had overheard 
his remark, had told him that unless he phoned Mr 
Lee to apologise, he would never ride another horse 
of his ever again! 

And, under the heading ‘Champ Romps It On 
Stand Firm’, I reported: ‘Grenville Richards’ eight- 
year-old bay gelding. Stand Firm, gave Welsh 
champion point-to-point rider John Llewellyn his 
eighth winner of the season at the rain-soaked 
Golden Valley Hunt Steeplechases. Stand Firm, 
who is unbeaten in three races this season, won 
easing up from April Gem, with Grundy Glow a 
further six lengths away in third place.’ 

One person impressed with Stand Firm’s 
performance was Richard Lee, who told me he 
thought Stand Firm was the best point-to-pointer he 
had seen that season. Since then, Richard has gone 
on to train two Coral Welsh Grand National 
winners. 

‘Jones Eamily at Double’ was the heading above 
another report in which I wrote: ‘Tim Jones, aged 
22 and his 18-year-old sister Pip, both landed 
doubles at two different point-to-points on 
Saturday. 

‘Tim was in action at the Curre at Ho wick where 
he won on Lislary Lad and Bradfield Prince while 
Pip notched up a double on Norton’s Coin and 
Jap ling at the Vale of Clettwr at Pencader.’ 

‘It was at the Brecon meeting that I reported that 
Newport docker Richard Williams, who has been 
riding in point-to-points for 15 years, came in for 
some of the biggest cheers of the day. Williams 
won the second division of the maiden on Cyril 
Morgan’s seven-year-old chestnut mare Golden 
Bond. Williams did well to win on the mare, as she 
had fallen in her three previous races.’ 

While my report on the Glamorgan read:‘Dennis 
Reed’s 13-year-old Norman Case made every yard 
of the running to win the men’s open at the 
Glamorgan Hunt Point-To-Point at St Hilary. 
Norman Case, who has been plagued by leg 
injuries throughout his racing career, was ridden by 
Tenby farmer Philip Mathias, who was notching up 
his first win over the St Hilary course. 

‘Despite jumping carelessly throughout the race, 
Norman Case had eight lengths to spare over Lost 
Albert at the finish. Conipany secretary Beth 
Llewellyn also adopted pillar to post tactics when 
landing the ladies’ open race on her father’s 
promising six-year-old David Charles.’ 


I went on: ‘In the first division of the maiden, 
27-year-old Rhiannon Rougher from Cowbridge 
conjured up a late dash on Humberstone Bay to 
beat Welsh champion rider John Llewellyn on 
Sungora. John Llewellyn was in the wars at the 
Pentyrch that year as he had three rides and ended 
up on the deck in all three of them. 

‘In fact, he was stopped from riding in the last 
race by the medical officer as it was thought he was 
suffering with three broken ribs. 

‘At this meeting, the Vale’s Paul Hamer had a 
treble with Ratochhu (members). Knock On The 
Head in the four mile Welsh Point-To-Point Grand 
National and Marston Moor in a division of the 
maiden race. 

‘Llewellyn was soon back in form a week later 
at the Llangeinor where he powered home Captain 
Rondo in the adjacent hunts race. Vivian Hughes 
won the maiden on JimSleeves', while at the 
Ban wen Miners’ fixture, Llewellyn set a new Welsh 
record when Clanger gave him his 20th winner of 
the season beating his previous best by one. He 
also won on High To and One For Mammy. 

‘Merthyr Mawr’s Jon Tudor was successful on 
Andreas Boy in the restricted.’ 

‘Welsh Horses Enjoy 1988’ was the heading of 
my final piece on the season which read: ‘With St 
Helen’s Boy (Llangeinor Hunt) winning the Times 
Championship and Tarville (Gelligaer Farmers) the 
RMC Group Championship, the 1988 point-to- 
point season was a particularly good one for Welsh 
horses. 

‘Other Welsh winners of hunter chases under 
rules were Sweet Rascal, Norton’s Coin, Jack 
Billmier and Final Presence. The leading horse 
was Liza Smithson’s Lislary Lad from the Tredegar 
Farmers’ Hunt. This former inmate of Mercy 
Rimell’s yard won seven men’s open races 
consecutively. Lislary Lad’s rider, Tim Jones of 
Rudry, became only the sixth rider to win the Welsh 
riders’ championship since the competition was 
first held in 1971.’ 

‘The others are reigning champion John 
Llewellyn, Mike Williams, Tim Rooney, Ross Farr 
and Paul Hamer. Jones rode 18 winners compared 
to Llewellyn’s 20, but Llewellyn rode several of his 
winners outside of Wales and these do not count for 
the Welsh championship. 

‘However, Llewellyn had some consolation in 
knowing that the 20 wins he chalked-up beat his 
own record of 19 wins in a season which he set 
when winning the national title in 1983. Jones also 
won the Bill J^ones Memorial Trophy awarded to 
the leading rider in South Wales. 

‘Tim Jones’ sister Pip retained her Welsh title 
with six wins. She also rode three winners under 
rules. One of the most outstanding performances of 
the season was put in by 14-year-old Fixed Price 
from the Talybont. This grand old warrior won a 
division of the men’s open at the Brecon for the 
fifth year in succession, a feat which will probably 
never be bettered.’

Glory days of the Welsh 
Steeplechase jockeys 


BACK in 1993,1 wrote a 
little book called Welsh 
Steeplechase Jockeys which 
was published by 
Cwmnedd Press. 

The book, which had a 
foreword by Sir Harry Llewellyn 
of Foxhunter fame, and an 
introduction by Rodge Farrant, 
then clerk of the course at 
Chepstow, is now out of print. 

When space allows. The GEM 
will be using excerpts from it. 

This week, we feature Henry 
Potts. 

The Liverpool Steeplechase of 
1837 is recognised by some 
racing historians as the very first 
Grand National. 

Indeed, when the Liverpool 
Racecourse Executive announced 


the conditions for the 1937 race 
they described it as ‘The 
Centenary of the Grand National 
Steeplechase’. 

How appropriate that it was a 
Welshman, Henry Potts, who was 
successful in that historic race 
which was held at Maghull, not 
Aintree. 

Bom in 1810, at the ancestral 
home of his family, Glan-yr- 
Afon, near Mold in 
Denbighshire, Mr Potts, an 
ardent huntsman, rode as a last 
minute replacement for an 
injured rider believed to be 
Captain Becher of Aintree fame. 

Riding a horse called The 
Duke to victory over three other 
rivals, Mr Potts was a bit 
ashamed of himself as he had 
ridden unknown to his parents. 


Although steeplechasing was 
beginning to capture the 
imagination of the public for the 
first time, it must be remembered 
that in the early days, the sport 
did give the unscmpulous the 
opportunity to pull a flanker or 
two. 

Hence Mr Potts’ reluctance to 
be associated with the world of 
steeplechasing. 

Next time, we will take a look 
atWHP Jenkins who began his 
race riding career when winning 
a steeplechase at Crwys Farm 
near where Heath Hospital now 
stands and Gwyn Saunders 
Davies, who rode in five 
successive Grand Nationals 
between 1896-1900.
